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GERMAN EAST AFHICA. 



Plague. 

The health bureau of the German Empire gives the following infor- 
mation in its weekly publications of March 29 and April 12: 

On March 7 there were reported at Muanza 20 new cases of plague, 
with 1 death, and from March 1 1 to 22 there were reported 4 new cases. 

Plague was present at Muanza with 1 case November 16, 1910, 
and from December 20 to 28 there were reported 5 fatal cases, of which 
2 were of the pneumonic form. 

HAWAII. 

Plague at Honokaa, 

Chief Quarantine Officer Ramus reports the occurrence of a death 
from plague at Honokaa April 19. 

INDIA. 

CALCUTTA— Cholera, Plague, and Smallpox. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Allan reports, March 23: 

During the week ended March 4 there were reported 30 deaths 
from cholera, 32 from plague, and 1 from smallpox; in all Bengal 
5,104 cages of plague with 3,873 deaths; in all India 34,524 cases of 
plague with 28,113 deaths.
